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PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 

Bexoved  Brethren:  Through  the  compassionate  forbearance  and 
tender  mercies  of  our  God  and  Father,  we  meet  to-day  in  our  Seventy- 
fourth  Synodical  Convention.  Since  our  last  annual  meeting,  the  Angel 
of  Death  has  invaded  our  clerical  ranks,  and  borne  from  us  some  of  our 
much  beloved  and  most  mature  fathers  and  brethren  of  the  Synod.  In 
the  church  militant,  the  faithful  laborers  serve  their  own  generation  by 
the  will  of  God,  fall  on  sleep,  and  are  laid  to  their  fathers  in  peace,  but 
the  work  goes  on.    Other  workers  take  their  places. 

We  note  with  regret  the  unrest  which  seems  to  manifest  itself  in  some 
of  our  pastorates  on  the  part  of  clergy  and  laity.  Frequent  and  rapid 
changes  in  the  pastorate,  as  a  rule,  prove  detrimental  to  the  best  interests 
of  the  Church  and  should  not  be  encouraged  amongst  us. 

It  has  been  our  aim  to  keep  in  the  closest  possible  touch  with  our  pas- 
torates during  the  year,  and  from  the  information  we  have  been  able  to 
gather  we  are  assured  the  blessing  of  the  Lord  rests  upon  our  churches, 
and  we  feel  warranted  in  saying  that  the  Lutheran  Synod  of  South  Caro- 
lina is  growing,  not  only  in  numerical  strength,  but  in  efficiency  as  well. 

I  submit  the  following  as  a  summary  of  my  official  acts  for  the  year, 
October  25,  1897,  to  November  2,  1898: 

MINISTERS  DISMISSED. 

November  15,  1897,  I  dismissed  Rev.  W.  A.  Deaton  to  the  Lutheran 
Tennessee  Synod. 

November  15,  1897,  Rev.  J.  C.  Triugsr  was  transferred  to  the  East 
Pennsylvania  Synod. 

February  21,  1898,  Rev.  N.  D.  Bodie  was  dismissed  to  the  Synod  of 
Georgia  and  Adjacent  States. 

March  14,  1898,  Rev.  J.  H.  Wyse  was  transferred  to  the  Southwest- 
ern Virginia  Svnod. 

June  14,  1898,  I  ^dismissed  Rev.  A.  G.  Voigt,  D.  D.,  to  the  North  Caro- 
lina Lutheran  Synod. 

June  25,  1898,  Rev.  R.  C.  Holland,  D.  D.,  was  transferred  to  the  North 
Carolina  Lutheran  Synod. 

RESIGNATIONS. 

November  27,  1897,  Rev.  N.  D.  Bodie  informed  me  that  he  had  re- 
signed the  Orangeburg  Lutheran  Church,  to  take  effect  December  1,  1897. 

April  17,  1898,  Rev.  R.  C.  Holland,  D.  D.,  resigned  as  pastor  of  St. 
Andrew's  Church,  Charleston,  to  take  effect  June  1,  1898. 

May  9,  1898,  Rev.  J.  D.  Bowles  wrote  me  he  had  resigned  the  Bethle- 
hem Pastorate,  Newberry  County,  to  take  effect  November  1,  1898. 

May  26,  1898,  Rev.  J.  G.  Graichen  notified  me  that  on  April  25th  he 
had  resigned  the  St.  Stephen's  Pastorate,  Lexingtou  County,  resignation 
to  go  into  effect  October  25,  1898. 

May  23,  1898,  Rev.  J.  A.  B.  Scherer  resigned  as  pastor  of  St.  Matthew's 
Pastorate,  Orangeburg  County. 

August  13,  1898,  Rev.  S.  L.  Nease  resigned  the  Pine  Grove  Pastorate. 
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CALLS  ACCEPTED. 

Rev.  J.  A.  B.  Scherer  informed  me'  November  n,  1897,  that  he  had 
accepted  a  call  to  the  St.  Matthew's  Pastorate,  Orangeburg  County,  and 
entered  upon  his  duties  as  pastor  Reformation  Day,  1897. 

Having  accepted  a  call  to  become  pastor  of  St.  Johanne's  Church, 
Charleston,  S.  C. ,  Rev.  K.  Boldt  entered  upon  his  duties  December  19,  1897. 

March  15,  1898,  Mr.  Y.  V.  A.  Riser  informed  me  he  had  received  and 
accepted  a  call  to  become  pastor  of  the  Sumter  and  Florence  congrega- 
tions.   Said  acceptance  conditioned  on  his  ordination. 

April  16,  189S,  Mr.  H.  J.  Mathias  notified  me  he  had  accepted  a  call  to 
the  St.  Michael's  Pastorate,  Lexington  County.  Same  condition  obtains 
as  in  the  case  of  Mr.  Riser. 

May,  1898,  Mr.  J.  J.  Long  accepted  a  call  to  the  Bethlehem  Pastorate, 
Newberry  County,  beginning  with  November,  1898.  This  call  is  condi- 
tioned by  Mr  Long's  ordination. 

May  24,  1898,  Rev.  Wm.  A.  C.  Mueller  became  pastor  of  St.  Matthew's 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  Charleston,  S.  C,  upon  the  death  of  his 
venerable  father,  Rev.  L.  Mueller,  D.  D. 

June  16,  1898,  Rev.  J.  A.  B.  Scherer  informed  me  he  had  accepted  a 
call  to  become  pastor  of  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Charleston.  S.  C. 

July  9,  1898,  Rev.  H.  A.  McCullough  notified  me  he  had  accepted  a 
call  to  the  St.  Matthew's  Pastorate,  Orangeburg  County,  and  would  take 
charge  last  of  July. 

MINISTERS  RECEIVED. 

November  13,  1897,  Rev.  J.  A.  B.  Scherer  was  received  by  letter  of 
transfer  from  the  Southwestern  Virginia  Synod. 

February  11,  1898,  Rev.  K.  Boldt  was  received  by  letter  of  transfer 
from  the  Lutheran  Synod  of  North  Carolina. 

June  14,  1898,  Rev.  Jacob  Austin  was  received  by  transfer  from  the 
Lutheran  Synod  of  Georgia  and  Adjacent  States. 

August  29,  1898,  Rev.  H.  A.  McCullough  was  received  by  letter  of 
transfer  from  North  Carolina  Synod. 

INSTALLATIONS. 

November  28,  1897,  Rev.  J.  A.  B.  Scherer  was  installed  as  pastor  of  the 
St.  Matthew's  Pastorate,  Orangeburg  County.  Rev.  J.  H.  Wilson 
preached  the  sermon  and,  by  appointment,  conducted  the  installation 
services. 

February  20,  1898,  Rev.  K.  Boldt  was  installed  pastor  of  St.  Johanne's 
Lutheran  Church,  Charleston,  S.  C.  By  request,  I  appointed  and  au- 
thorized the  Lutheran  pastors  of  Charleston  the  committee  on  installa- 
tion. 

October  16,  1898,  Rev.  H.  A.  McCullough  was  installed  pastor  of  the 
St.  Matthew's  Pastorate  by  Rev.  Geo.  S.  Bearden,  properly  authorized. 

SUPPLIES. 

October  '28,  1897,  I  authorized  Mr.  Y.  V.  A.  Riser  to  supply  the 
churches  at  Sumter  and  Florence  till  a  regular  pastor  could  be  secured. 
November  22,  1897,  1  consented  for  Brother  Arthur  Taylor  to  conduct 
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religious  services  in  Music  Hall  Church  till  this  convention  of  Synod, 
November  2,  1898,  said  Church  failing  to  secure  the  services  of  a  pastor. 
The  express  agreement  is  that  Brother  Taylor  does  not  perform  any  min- 
isterial acts.  December  4,  1897,  I  gave  same  permission  for  Mr.  Taylor 
to  conduct  services  in  Bethany  Church,  and  on  February  10,  1898,  like 
permission  for  St.  Matthew's  Church,  Lexington  County.  Same  regula- 
tions obtain  in  the  case  of  all  three  churches. 

February  7,  1898,  Rev.  S.  L.  Nease  wrote  me  that  with  permission 
from  President  of  Synod  he  would  agree  to  supply  St.  Mark's  Lutheran 
Church,  Fort  Motte,  S.  C,  till  this  meeting  of  Synod.    Permission  given. 

Rev.  W.  K.  Sligh  informed  me  he  agreed  to  supply  Mt.  Hermon 
Church,  Peak,  S.  C,  till  this  convention  of  Synod. 

February  9,  1898,  I  was  informed  that  Rev.  C.  P.  Boozer  had  engaged 
to  supply  Bachman  Chapel,  Newberry  County,  till  this  meeting  of  Synod. 

February  22,  1898,  Rev.  J.  Austin,  of  Leesville,  S.  C,  wrote  me  he  had 
agreed  to  supply  Bethlehem  and  St.  Peter's  Churches  for  the  remainder 
of  the  Synodical  year.    My  approval  was  given. 

By  proper  authority,  Mr.  W.  W.  J.  Ritchie  supplied  the  congregation 
at  Eutawville,  Berkeley  County,  and  Mr.  J.  J.  Long,  Mt.  Olivet  Church, 
Newberry  County. 

ORGANIZATION  AND  NEW  BUILDING. 

September  19,  1898,  Mt.  Hebron  congregation  was  organized  at  Del- 
mar,  Saluda  County,  S.  C.  Said  congregation  has  filed  its  application 
for  reception  into  the  South  Carolina  Synod  at  this  convention.  Rev. 
J.  D.  Shealy  is  the  pastor. 

September  24,  1898,  Rev.  J.  H.  Wilson  informed  me  that  a  chapel  for 
services  had  been  erected  at  Fairfax,  S.  C,  but  no  organization  effected 
as  yet.  This  is  a  great  convenience  for  those  who  live  in  and  around 
Fairfax,  and  will  in  the  course  of  time  become  a  church.  It  opens  the 
way  for  a  congregation. 

DEDICATIONS. 

November  28,  1897,  St.  Mark's  Lutheran  Church,  Fort  Motte,  S.  C, 
was  dedicated  by  the  President  of  Synod. 

CONFERENCES. 

The  Newberry  Conference,  the  Joint  Conference  of  the  South  Caroliua 
and  Tennessee  Synods,  and  the  Orangeburg  Conference  have  filed  re- 
ports, which  are  held  for  reference.  The  record  shows  that  in  1889  Dr. 
E.  T.  Horn  reported  the  organization  of  the  Charleston  Conference. 
Since  then  no  report  has  been  made,  though  Constitution  of  Synod, 
Part  I,  Ch.  15,  Arts  3  and  9,  require  meetings  and  reports. 

NEWBERRY  COLLEGE. 

It  is  truly  gratifying  to  all  friends  of  the  College  to  know  of  the  splen- 
did opening,  October  3rd.  To  have  150  students  the  first  day  of  the  ses- 
sion, is  something  of  which  institutions  far  more  pretentious  than  New- 
berry College,  might  well  be  proud.  This  Synod  can  congratulate  her- 
self on  the  good  work  and  salutary  influence  of  her  Christian  College. 
The  additional  fact  that  she  has  at  last  secured  from  the  general  govern- 
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ment  the  $  15,000  claim  for  damages  done  her  property  by  the  Union 
soldiers,  in  the  sixties,  is  a  source  of  rejoicing  to  us  all.  Her  efficiency 
for  good  work  is  greatly  increased. 

THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY. 

We  are  glad  that  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  United  Synod  in  the 
South  has  been  permanently  located  within  the  bounds  of  our  own 
Synod,  in  which  it  had  its  origin  sixty-eight  years  ago,  this  month.  In 
1830,  Rev.  J.  G.  Schwartz,  of  blessed  memory,  was  elected  the  first  pro- 
fessor of  theology  in  the  Seminary.  Of  this  the  South  Carolina  Synod, 
the  Lutherans  of  Charleston,  and  St.  John's  congregation  of  this  city 
may  well  be  proud  for  all  time  to  come.  Each  claims  him  as  her  son. 
Perhaps  no  other  district  synod  of  our  General  Body,  South,  can  as  fully 
appreciate  what  our  Seminary  represents  of  the  past,  as  can  the  South 
Carolina  Synod.  True  to  herself,  she  maintains  an  abiding  interest  in 
her  own  offspring,  and  leads  the  other  district  synods  in  its  support. 

The  burden  of  our  prayers  for  the  success  of  the.  Theological  Seminary 
of  the  United  Synod  in  the  South  should  be  for  the  realization  of  the  an- 
ticipated unanimity  on  the  part  of  the  different  district  synods  in  its 
support. 

UNITED  SYNOD. 

The  Chairman  of  your  delegation  from  this  Synod  to  the  last  conven- 
tion of  the  United  Synod,  which  was  held  in  Newberry,  S.  C,  May 
11-16,  1898,  will  report  at  the  proper  time. 

DEATHS. 

December  22,  1897,  Rev.  Alfred  Freyschmidt  departed  this  life,  in  the 
city  of  Charleston,  S.  C. 

February  4,  1898,  Rev.  Geo.  J.  Martz  departed  this  life,  at  the  age  of 
75  years,  at  Lebanon,  Pennsylvania. 

April  14,  1898,  Rev.  Louis  Mueller,  D.  D.,  departed  this  earthly  life,  in 
the  city  of  Charleston,  S.  C,  just  after  the  celebration  of  his  fiftieth  an- 
niversary as  pastor  of  St.  Matthew's  German  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Church. 

Proper  recognition  will  be  shown  the  memory  of  these  honored  breth- 
ren, by  the  Synod,  at  this  convention. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

November  8,  1897,  I  appointed  Col.  John  F.  Fickeu,  John  D.  Cappel- 
mann,  Esq.,  and  Mr.  C.  Wulbern  an  advisory  board  of  three  laymen  to 
act  with  the  Treasurer  of  Seminary  Fund  in  regard  to  change  of  invest- 
ment, as  by  resolution  of  Synod  at  convention  of  1897.  (See  Minutes  of 
1897,  page  36. ) 

December  22,  1897,  I  affixed  my  official  signature  to  a  note  of  the 
Synod,  executed  by  the  Treasurer,  as  directed  by  this  Synod  at  last  con- 
vention. (See  Minutes  of  1897,  page  36.)  The  note  is  for  $1,250,  at  6 
per  cent,  interest,  in  favor  of  Rev.  T.  O.  Keister.  Interest  from  Decem- 
ber 6,  1897. 

May  30,  1898,  I  received  for  the  South  Carolina  Synod  an  invitation  to 
attend  the  Sesqui-Ceutennial  Celebration  of  the  Ministerium  of  Pennsyl- 
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vania  and  Adjacent  States,  beginning  June  2,  1898.  I  extended  the  sin- 
cere thanks  and  expressed  the  hearty  congratulations  of  this  body. 

Messrs.  H.  J.  Mathias,  Y.  V.  A.  Riser,  and  J.  J.  Long,  having  com- 
pleted their  literary  course  in  Newberry  College,  and  the  prescribed 
course  of  study  in  the  Theological  Seminary,  and  having  each  received  a 
regular  call  to  the  active  work  of  the  Gospel  ministry  within  the  bounds 
of  our  Synod,  make  formal  application  for  final  examination  and  ordina- 
tion at  this  convention  of  Synod. 

And  now,  dear  brethren,  it  only  remains  for  me  to  tender  to  you  the 
unfeigned  gratitude  of  my  heart  for  the  confidence  you  reposed  in  me  one 
year  ago,  for  the  second  time.  I  appreciate  the  forbearance  you  have 
exercised  tovvards  me  in  my  attempts  at  a  faithful  discharge  of  official 
duty.  And  may  we  be  guided  in  the  work  of  this  convention  by  that 
wisdom  which  is  from  above,  "which  is  first  pure,  then  peaceable,  gentle 
and  easy  to  be  entreated,  full  of  mercy  and  good  fruits,  without  partiality 
and  without  hypocrisv. "

Mr.  W.  P.  Houseal  was  accorded  the  privilege  of  the  floor 
to  present  the  claims  of  The  Lutheran  Visitor.  Mr.  E.  H. 
Aull  was  accorded  the  same  privilege  to  speak  in  behalf  of 
the  Lutheran  Publication  Board  of  the  United  Synod  in  the 
South. 

Dr.  F.  Muench  was  accorded  the  rights  of  the  floor  to  ad- 
dress the  Synbd  on  the  subject  of  education. 

Rev.  B.  W.  Cronk,  of  the  Southwestern  Virginia  Synod, 
was  accorded  the  floor  and  given  the  privilege  of  addressing 
the  Synod  on  the  Orphan  Home. 

The  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  Missions  was 
received  and  considered  by  items. 

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  OF  MISSIONS. 

The  Executive  Committee,  to  which  has  been  entrusted  the  Missionary 
work  of  this  Synod,  held  its  first  meeting  in  Newberry,  October  29th, 
1897.  Rev.  J.  B.  Fox  was  elected  Chairmau,  and  Mr.  A.  H.  Kohn,  Sec- 
retary and  also  Treasurer  of  the  Committee.  The  membership  of  the 
Committee,  as  constituted  by  the  appointment  of  Synod  at  its  last  con- 
vention, was  Revs.  J.  B.  Fox,  A.  G.  Voigt,  S.  T.  Hallman,  J.  D.  Bowles, 
Messrs.  Geo.  B.  Cromer,  A.  H.  Kohn,  A.  D.  Haltiwanger,  George  Hains. 
Rev.  Dr.  Voigt,  by  his  removal  to  another  State  and  Synod,  became  no 
longer  a  member  of  the  Committee. 

Plans  for  the  conduct  of  the  work  were  duly  considered  and  the  fol- 
lowiug  appropriations  made: 

1.  To  the  Augusta  Mission,  $250. 

2.  To  the  Graniteville  Mission,  $200. 

3.  To  the  Sumter  and  Florence  Mission,  $200. 
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The  Orangeburg,  Eutawville,  and  Fort  Motte  congregations  were  ad- 
vised to  form  a  pastorate;  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  was  instructed 
to  effect  the  arrangement;  and,  if  the  pastorate  were  formed,  the  Com- 
mittee would  pay  ten  per  cent,  additional  on  the  amount  of  salary  for 
pastor  which  might  be  raised  by  the  pastorate.  The  plan  proposed  failed 
of  consummation;  because  of  the  continued  vacancy  at  Orangeburg  no 
appropriation  was  made;  and  ten  dollors  per  ironth  was  assigned  to  the 
Eutawville  congregation  for  the  pastoral  supply. 

The  Missions  at  present  under  the  care  of  the  Committee  are  at  Augus- 
ta; Graniteville,  Springfield,  Vaucluse;  Orangeburg;  Eutawville;  Sumter 
and  Florence. 

Spartanburg  was  visited  last  December  by  the  Chairman,  in  obedience 
to  the  instruction  of  the  Committee,  but  there  is  no  assurance  for  the 
establishment  of  a  successful  Mission  in  that  city,  unless  the  Synod,  or 
some  of  the  stewards  of  God's  property,  should  donate  an  eligible  lot  and 
erect  a  place  of  worship. 

On  motion,  it  was  ordered,  that  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Committee  that 
the  Bachman  Chapel  and  Mt.  Olivet  congregations  which  had  petitioned 
the  Synod,  at  its  last  convention,  for  financial  assistance,  should  not  be 
constituted  as  Missions  by  appropriating  aid  from  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  this  report  to  give  a  brief  review  of  the  work  con- 
ducted by  the  Missions  under  its  supervision. 

1.  The  Augusta  Mission. — The  number  of  members  enrolled  is  182. 
Members  received  during  the  past  Synodical  year,  10;  members  dis- 
missed, 2;  infants  baptized,  4;  scholars  and  teachers  in  the  Sunday 
School,  145;  total  contributions  for  the  year  (to  Ootobcr  5,  1898,), 
$1253.52.  Amount  of  salary  promised  by  the  congregation  to  the  pastor 
for  the  year  is  $660,  which  has  been  promptly  paid  in  monthly  install- 
ments. The  Ladies'  Aid  and  Missionary  Societies  have  been  active  in 
their  respective  work.  The  offerings  of  the  Missionary  Society  amount 
to  $45.  On  the  bonds  subscribed  to  the  liquidation  of  the  remaining  in- 
debtedness, about  $75  or  $80  are  yet  due.  Additional  subscriptions  to 
this  object  are  being  taken,  which  will  be  paid  during  the  coming  year. 
The  Young  People's  Luther  League  is  active.  There  is  a  class  of  six 
catechumens.  The  congregations  are  good.  The  Sunday  School  is  sup- 
plied with  Lutheran  literature,  consisting  of  the  Augsburg  Series  and 
Catechism. 

The  Holy  Trinity  Mission  is  a  success,  and  the  money  contributed  by 
this  Synod  to  this  congregation  has  been  wisely  invested.  The  remain- 
ing indebtedness  on  the  congregation  amounts  to  $600.  The  estimated 
value  of  the  church  property  is  $12,500.    Rev.  M.  O.  J.  Kreps  is  pastor. 

2.  The  Graniteville,  Springfield,  and  Vaucluse  Missions. — 
During  the  last  year,  Rev.  T.  W.  Shealy  was  elected  as  pastor  of  these 
Missions,  at  a  salary  of  $300  from  the  charge  and  $200  from  the  Execu- 
tive Committee. 

The  Graniteville  Church  has  95  names  enrolled.  Of  these  about  7a 
live  in  Graniteville  and  Vaucluse.  The  accessions  during  the  year  by 
baptism  were  7;  by  letter  from  other  Lutheran  Churches,  3;  from  other 
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denominations,  3;  Sunday  School  teachers  and  scholars  enrolled,  70;  in- 
fants baptized,  7. 

At  Orange  Chapel,  Springfield,  the  accessions  were,  by  confirmation, 
8;  by  baptism,  7;  by  letter  from'  other  denominations,  I.  Total  enrol- 
ment of  members  is  46.  Sunday  School  teachers  and  scholars,  50;  in- 
fants baptized,  3. 

Services  have  been  rendered  regularly  twice  each  manth  at  Orange 
Chapel,  and  four  times  monthly  at  Graniteville.  In  addition  to  this,  the 
pastor  has  preached  once  each  month  at  Vaucluse  with  encouraging  re- 
sults. Some  improvements  in  the  church  edifice  of  Orange  Chapel  have 
been  made.  Lutheran  literature  is  used  in  the  Sunday  Schools,  and 
read  by  members  of  the  congregations.  Lectures  on  the  Catechism  have 
been  well  received. 

The  attendance  upon  the  services  of  the  sanctuary  have  been  excel- 
lent. The  pastor's  labors  are  highly  appreciated.  And  the  work  of  the 
pastorate  continues  more  encouraging  and  prosperous  than  during  any 
previous  period  of  the  administration  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

3.  The  Orangeburg  Mission. — Since  the  resignation  of  Pastor  N.  D. 
Bodie,  immediately  after  the  last  meeting  of  this  Synod,  the  Orangeburg 
congregation  has  had  no  pastor.  The  efforts  to  constitute  a  pastorate 
with  the  Fort  Motte  and  Eutawville  congregations  failed  to  be  realized. 
A  communication  from  a  prominent  member  and  officer  of  the  congre- 
gation says:  "The  spiritual  condition  remains  about  the  same  as  it  was  a 
few  or  more  years  ago.  The  Sunday  School  is  in  good  condition  and 
doing  good  work.  We  have  made  no  efforts  to  secure  the  services  of  a 
pastor.  Our  people  are  drifting  along  in  an  indifferent  way,  and  are 
doing  the  best  they  can  under  the  circumstances." 

The  parsonage  has  been  sold,  which  relieves  the  congregation  of  a  bur- 
den of  debt  since  it  was  built.  There  is  a  remaining  indebtedness  on  the 
congregation  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

We  recommend  that  the  Orangeburg  congregation  secure  a  pastor  as 
early  as  practicable. 

4.  The  Eutawville  Mission.— The  congregation  at  Eutawville  has 
been  supplied  by  Messrs.  W.  H.  Riser  and  W  W.  J.  Ritchie.  There  are 
twenty-five  faithful  members  here,  closely  drawn  to  each  other,  and  at- 
tentive to  their  Christian  duties.  The  Sunday  School  numbers  25;  and  8 
catechumens,  who  have  committed  the  entire  Catechism  of  Luther,  with 
its  explanations,  to  memory.  The  congregation  made  during  the  year 
some  improvements  in  its  house  of  worship.  New  members  of  the  Lu- 
theran Church  are  locating  in  the  town.  The  services  are  well  attended, 
and  there  is  great  hope  for  the  Lutheran  Church  in  this  growing  village. 
Mr.  Ritchie  continues  to  serve  the  congregation,  with  the  approbation  of 
the  Committee. 

5.  The  Sumter  and  Florence  Missions.— The  city  of  Sumter  has  a 
population  of  six  thousand.  We  have  here  a  neat  and  churchly  edifice, 
finished  completely,  except  a  bell  and  two  coats  of  paint  on  the  body  of 
the  building.  There  is  a  debt  on  the  property  of  $990.  The  con- 
gregation numbers  53  members;  the  Sunday  School,  51  teachers  and 
scholars.    Two  members  were  received  during  the  year  by  letter  from 
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other  Lutheran  Churches,  and  two  by  the  same  means  from  other  de- 
nominations. Twenty-five  dollars  per  month  have  been  paid  on  the  pas- 
tor's salary,  and  $59  were  raised  as  an  Easter  offering  on  the  church  debt. 
During  the  present  year  the  congregation  hopes  to  pay  $200  toward  the 
same  object.  The  Ladies'  Aid  Society  continues  faithfully  to  pay  the  in- 
terest on  the  debt.  Service's  are  held  on  first  and  third  Sundays,  and 
prayer-meetings  every  Wednesday  evening.  The  pastor,  Mr.  Y.  V.  A. 
Riser,  who  applies  for  ordination  at  this  convention  of  Synod,  resides  in 
Sumter. 

At  Florence,  services  are  held  on  the  second  and  fourth  Sundays,  in 
the  mornings  and  evenings  of  each  day.  The  congregation  has  a  mem- 
bership of  29;  the  Sunday  School,  34.  They  worship  in  a  neatly  fur- 
nished hall.  Great  interest  is  manifested.  A  church  building  was  pro- 
posed to  be  undertaken  during  the  coming  year,  but  owing  to  the  general 
financial  stringency  it  was  decided  to  postpone  for  awhile  the  enterprise. 
Sixteen  dollars  and  sixty-five  cents  are  paid  monthly  to  the  pastor's 
salary,  and  other  calls  for  benevolence  are  liberally  responded  to.  There 
is  an  excellent  choir,  and  the  Morning  and  Vesper  Services  are  used. 
Catechetical  classes  are  being  instructed  in  Sumter  and  Florence.  The 
children  in  the  Florence  Sunday  School  are  raising  money  for  the  Or- 
phan Home  at  Salem,  Va.,  and  are  deeply  interested  in  the  work  of  thQ 
Church.  The  ladies  of  the  congregation  have  raised  $100  toward  fur- 
■uishing  the  Church,  and  hope  to  rais:i  J>po.  An  excellent  beginning  has 
been  made  by  our  Eastern  Carolina  Missions,  and  the  future  is  full  of 
promise. 

Application  is  made  by  both  the  Sumter  and  Florence  congregations 
for  the  i  eapprcpriation  of  $2co  to  this  charge,  which  the  Executive 
Committee  refers  with  favoring  recommendation  to  our  succession  in 
office. 

STATEMENTS  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS. 

1.  A  recapitulation  of  the  preceding  report  shows  the  following  total  in 
our  Missions:  5 13  members;  450  in  the  Sunday  Schools;  54  accessions; 
and  church  property  estimated  at  $23,500. 

2.  All  of  the  financial  operations  of  this  Committee  have  been  con- 
ducted within  the  limit  of  Synod's  appropriation. 

3.  One  hundred  dollars  donated  to  this  Committee  for  its  work  by  the 
Ladies'  M issionary  Society  at  its  last  convention  have  been  gratefully  re- 
ceived and  disbursed. 

4.  One  hundred  seventy-eight  dollars  are  still  due  on  the  salaries  of 
our  Missionaries  for  the  past  year,  which  we  recommend  should  be  paid 
at  this  session  of  the  Synod  out  of  last  year's  appropriation  to  this  Com- 
mittee. 

5.  The  loan  of  $300  heretofore  secured  from  Rev.  T.  O.  Keister  by  this 
Committee  for  the  conduct  of  its  work  has  been  transferred  to  the  Treas- 
ury of  the  Synod,  by  action  of  the  Synod  at  its  last  convention,  authoriz- 
ing the  Treasurer  to  make  loans  for  the  Synod  at  a  lower  rate  of  interest. 
The  Executive  Committee  is  thereby  relieved  of  any  financial  obligations 
except  the  amount  still  due  on  the  salaries  of  the  Missionaries. 
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6.  We  recommend  the  adoption  of  this  report  and  the  approval  of  the 
acts  of  this  Committee. 

We  also  recommend  the  continued  appropriation  of  eight  hundred  dol- 
lars as  the  amount  necessary  to  the  service  and  maintenance  of  our  Mis- 
sionary congregations.

The  Committee  on  President's  Report  rendered  the  following, 
which  was  received  and  considered  by  items. 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 

The  Report  of  the  President  is  a  faithful  record  of  official  fidelity.  The 
following  items  are  proposed  for  the  consideration  of  Synod: 

1.  By  permission  of  the  President,  which  ends  with  this  convention  of 
Synod,  the  pastoral  supplies  of  Music  Hall,  Bethany,  St.  Matthew's,  in 
Lexington  County,  St.  Mark's,  at  Ft.  Motte,  St.  Peter's,  in  Lexington, 
and  Mt.  Olivet  Churches  are  now  vacant.  We  call  the  attention  of  the 
Committee  on  Vacancies  to  these  announcements  of  the  President. 

2.  Soon  after  the  adjournment  of  the  last  Synod  the  President  "con- 
sented for  Brother  Arthur  Taylor  to  conduct  religious  services  in  Music 
Hall  Church  till  this  convention  of  Synod,"  and  also  like  permission  to 
him  to  supply  Bethany  and  St.  Matthew's  Churches  in  Lexington.  "The 
express  agreement  is  that  Brother  Taylor  does  not  perform  any  minis- 
terial acts." 

We  recommend  that  this  action  of  the  President  be  approved  with  the 
understanding  that  it  be  not  considered  a  precedent  for  similar  authoriza- 
tion of  our  President,  as  there  is  danger  of  a  transcendence  of  constitu- 
tional authority.

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  NHW3ERRY 
COLLEGE. 

All  the  friends  of  Newberry  College  should  rejoice,  for  notwithstanding 
the  stringency  of  the  times,  the  opening  last  month  was  better  than  usual, 
there  being  an  enrolment  of  153  students. 

This  speaks  well  for  the  loyalty  of  those  upon  whom  the  success  of  the 
College  depends  for  support.  Perhaps  there  is  not  another  iustauce  to 
be  found  where  so  few  members  of  the  Church  have  done  so  much  for 
Christiau  education  as  the  Lutherans  in  South  Carolina  and  Georgia 
have  done  in  keeping  up  Newberry  College. 

Let  the  world  say  what  it  may  about  denominational  colleges,  the 
Christian  people  of  this  and  other  States  are  beginning  to  realize  that 
education  under  Christian  influences  is  far  more  important  to  the  Church 
and  to  the  country  than  a  system  of  education  where  the  religion  of  the 
blessed  Jesus  is  not  inculcated  and  exemplified  by  its  surroundings.  All 
denominations  of  Christians  are  seeiug,  as  they  never  have  seen  before, 
that  if  these  denominations  of  religion  are  to  grow  and  become  a  power 
in  the  Church  and  the  world,  that  the  young  should  be  educated  with 
views  and  opinions  agreeable  to  those  taught  and  inculcated  by  the  great 
Head  of  the  Church.  Thus  the  good  work  goes  on  in  spite  of  high  and 
powerful  opposition,  and  may  it  ever  be  thus. 

No  appropriation  is  asked  for  this  year  on  account  of  current  expenses. 
But  an  appropriation  of  $80.00  should  be  made  to  insure  the  Science  Hall 
for  three  years.  This  we  recommend.  There  is  an  outstanding  note, 
which  was  due  November  ist,  1898,  and  with  interest  on  same  from  No- 
vember 1st,  1895,  given  in  payment  on  the  third  instalment  of  the  Keller 
Memorial  building.  We  recommend  that  Synod  look  after  this  note  and 
arrange  for  the  payment  of  the  same. 

On  account  of  the  stringency  of  the  times  no  effort  has  been  made  to 
erect  any  other  buildings  on  the  College  grounds. 

The  $10,500  realized  from  the  Congressional  appropriation,  on  account 
of  damage  to  the  College  building  by  the  United  States  Government,  the 
President  of  the  College,  by  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  has 
invested  the  same,  and  the  College  is  now  deriving  interest  semi-annu- 
ally, at  7  per  cent,  annually.  This  fund  can  be  collected  at  any  time. 
The  Synod  must  decide  at  this  session  what  Treasurer  shall  have  this 
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fund.  The  President  of  the  College  gives  it  as  his  opinion  that  $500  of 
this  fund  should  be  placed  subject  to  the  order  of  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee and  expended  in  making  repairs  and  necessary  improvements  on  the 
Main  building.  This  seems  to  be  necessary  for  the  preservation  of  the 
property,  and  for  the  payment  of  a  debt  held  by  contractor,  Mr.  Davis, 
against  the  College.  Now  it  does  seem  that  since  the  appropriation  by 
Congress  was  made  on  account  of  the  damage  done  to  the  building  that 
the  small  amount  of  $500  should  go  to  preserve  the  building.  This  we 
recommend. 

The  institution  for  1897  succeeded  well  and  closed  with  appropriate 
exercises  which  were  creditable  to  all. 

Let  it  be  published  far  and  near  that  Newberry  College  is  doing  a 
grand  and  glorious  work  and  that  the  outlook  for  the  College  becomes 
brighter  and  brighter  as  the  years  go  by.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  REPORT  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  NEW- 
BERRY COLLEGE. 

Your  Committee  on  Report  of  Trustees  of  Newberry  College  have  ex- 
amined the  same  with  a  great  deal  of  pleasure,  and  are  gratified  to  report 
the  institution  in  a  highly  flourishing  condition.  As  the  President  of  the 
Board  has  called  attention  to  some  matters,  which  we  deem  important, 
we  recommend: 

1.  That  this  report  be  read  before  Synod. 

2.  That  an  appropriation  of  $80  be  made  for  insurance  on  Science  Hall 
for  three  years.  We  recommend  that  this  be  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Appropriations. 

3.  There  is  an  outstanding  note  of  $668.95  with  interest  from  Novem- 
ber 1st,  1895,  now  due,  on  the  Keller  Memorial  building.  We  recommend 
that  the  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  pay  at  once  this  claim  from  whatever 
funds  may  be  available. 

4.  As  to  the  $10,500  received  from  the  Congressional  appropriation  for 
damages,  we  recommend  that  ten  thousand  dollars  of  this  amount  be  in- 
vested as  an  endowment,  and  that  the  interest  as  it  accrues  shall  be  ex- 
pended for  building  purposes,  for  buildings  already  constructed  or  here- 
after to  be  constructed  until  further  ordered  by  %nod. 

5.  That  Synod  elect  a  Treasurer  for  this  fund. 

6.  That  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Newberry 
College  be  authorized  to  spend  $500  in  making  repairs  and  improvements 
on  the  Main  building  of  the  College,  if  so  much  be  necessary,  and  that 
the  amount  so  expended  be  paid  out  of  the  fund  realized  from  the  Con- 
gressional appropriation  for  damages.

The  Committee  on  Minutes  of  the  United  Synod  rendered 
the  following  report,  which  was  adopted: 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  MINUTES  OF  UNITED  SYNOD. 

Your  Committee  has  examined  the  Minutes  of  the  United  Synod  and 
would  respectfully  report  the  following: 

The  United  Synod  met  in  Newberry,  S.  C,  on  May  11- 16,  1898,  and 
was  attended  by  full  delegations  from  most  of  the  District  Synods.  Fra 
ternal  delegates  were  present  from  the  General  Synod,  and  the  General 
Council.  Matters  of  much  interest  to  the  welfare  of  the  Church  were 
reported  on  and  discussed.  It  was  noted  with  gratification  that  the  va- 
rious District  Synods  reported  progress  along  almost  all  lines  of  Church 
work  and  Christian  activity.  Special  mention  was  made  of  the  increased 
attention  given  to  the  important  matter  of  the  catechization  of  the  young, 
the  increased  liberality  on  the  part  of  our  people,  and  the  more  general  use 
of  Lutheran  Church  literature.  The  fact  was  emphasized  that  the  work- 
ing forces  of  the  congregations  are  being  more  carefully  utilized  by  the 
organization  of  missionary  and  other  societies,  that  Sunday  School  work 
is  done  with  increased  zeal,  and  above  all  that  there  seems  to  be  an  in- 
creasing faithfulness  in  the  attendance  upon  the  means  of  grace  in  a. 
majority  of  our  Churches. 

A  very  full  report  was  presented  by  the  Board  of  Missions,  which  report 
showed  that  since  the  organization  of  the  United  Synod  in  1886  about 
twenty  home  missions  had  been  organized  and  aided  by  the  Board,  and 
that  in  these  missions  there  are  at  present  more  than  1300  communicant 
members  and  about  1 100  Sunday  School  scholars  and  Church  property 
valued  at  $75,000.  The  foreign  mission  in  Japan  has  been  continued,  and 
interesting  and  full  statistics  were  given  concerning  that  work.  The 
Board  was  requested  by  special  resolution  to  make  renewed  efforts  to  se- 
cure without  delay  an  additional  missionary  for  Japan,  and  we  are  gladi 
to  be  able  to  state  that  this  request  of  the  Synod  has  been  complied  with 
and  that  Rev.  C.  L.  Brown  and  his  wife  are  now  on  their  way  to  our  for- 
eign mission.  For  the  two  years  and  seven  months  since  the  last  meet- 
ing of  the  United  Synod  the  Board  received  and  disbursed  $9,342  for  the 
foreign  work  and  $10,472  for  the  home  work.  The  continued  co-opera- 
tion of  this  Synod  in  this  general  work  is  asked,  and  suitable  action  look- 
ing to  this  eiA  has  already  been  taken. 

The  discussion  of  the  Theological  Seminary  question  was  full  and  inter., 
esting,  but  as  this  subject  has  been  noticed  in  the  report  of  the  Chairman 
of  this  Synod's  delegation  further  notice  at  this  place  is  not  necessary. 
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Important  action  was  taken  on  the  subject  of  co-operation  with  other 
general  Lutheran  bodies,  and  arrangements  were  made  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  Committee  of  Arbitration  which  should  decide  all  questions  of 
-difference  between  these  general  bodies.  Steps  were  taken  looking  to  the 
securing  of  one  Common  Book  of  Worship,  including  Ministerial  Acts  and 
Hymnal,  at  as  early  a  date  as  possible. 

The  Synod  approved  the  recommendation  of  the  Joint  Committee  for 
the  holding  of  a  general  conference  on  diet,  and  the  Rev.  H.  F.  Scheele 
was  appointed  to  represent  the  United  Synod  in  arranging  for  such  diet. 

Action  was  taken  looking  to  the  organization  of  a  Publication  Society, 
in  order  that  a  more  abundant  literature  might  be  provided  for  our  people, 
that  a  freer  and  fuller  expression  to  our  Church  life  might  be  given,  and 
that  an  income  might  be  at  once  provided  for  the  United  Synod. 

A  full  report  on  the  subject  of  the  Orphan's  Home  was  considered,  and 
the  fact  was  noted  that  the  Home  is  now  permanentl}-  located  in  Salem, 
Va.,  and  that  it  has  been  placed  in  organic  connection  with  the  United 
Synod;  also  that  the  Rev.  B.  W.  Cronk  and  wife  have  been  placed  in  im- 
mediate charge  of  the  Home.  The  Home  is  recommended  to  the  contin- 
ued support  and  prayers  of  our  people,  and  our  Synod  in  common  with 
the  other  District  Synods  is  urged  to  meet  its  obligations  to  the  Home  by 
special  collections  or  as  the  congregations  may  think  best. 

An  extended  report  was  made  on  the  subject  of  the  Literary  Institutions 
within  the  bounds  of  the  United  Synod,  and  special  and  flattering  men- 
tion was  made  of  our  own  College  at  Newberry.  A  special  committee  of 
three  was  appointed  to  take  under  advisement  the  tender  of  Elizabeth 
College,  at  Charlotte,  N.  C,  to  become  the  property  of  the  United  Synod. 
This  College  is  a  high-grade  institution  for  young  women,  and  the  build- 
ing and  grounds  are  valued  at  about  $ioo,ooo.  It  was  cordially  recom- 
mended to  the  confidence  of  our  people  and  to  the  patronage  of  those 
who  desire  the  advantages  of  an  institution  with  modern  equipment  and 
of  high-grade. 

The  Augsburg  Series  of  Lesson  Helps  and  the  series  published  by  the 
General  Council  were  endorsed  as  Lutheran,  churchly,  and  helpful  for 
those  who  adopt  these  series  of  lessons  for  the  Sunday  School. 

The  next  meeting  of  the  United  Synod  will  be  held  in  Winston,  N.  C, 
in  May  of  1900.

Report  of  Superintendent  of  Orphan  Home. 

Dear  Brethren:  I  beg  leave  to  lay  before  your  body  a  report  of  our 
orphan  work  for  another  year.  The  institution  is  yours,  because  it  is  an 
institution  of  the  United  Synod,  and  more  especially  because  among  the 
most  hearty  and  liberal  supporters  of  the  Home  are  members  of  your 
Synod.  At  least  one  country  congregation  of  your  Synod  has  contributed 
$65.00  during  the  year. 

The  Lord  has  again  blessed  our  work.  Through  the  generosity  of 
friends  twenty-seven  children  have  been  cared  for  without  incurring  any 
debt.    The  children  are  now  taught  in  the  Home. 

The  assistant  matron  and  teacher  are  consecrated  young  women,  grad- 
uates of  Lutheran  colleges,  and  are  heartily  in  love  with  their  work. 

The  physical,  industrial,  intellectual,  moral,  and  religious  training  of 
the  children  has  been  encouraging.  All  of  the  housework,  mending, 
plain  sewing,  cooking,  washing,  ironing,  wood  hauling  and  cutting,  gar- 
den and  field  work  is  done  by  the  children. 

The  children  are  taught  the  doctrines  and  usages  of  our  Church,  and 
thirteen  are  confirmed  members  of  the  same. 

All  parts  of  our  Church  now  contribute  to  the  work.  New  and  partly 
worn  clothes,  dry  goods,  meat,  potatoes,  flour,  etc,  are  serviceable  to  us. 
When  the  local  agent  is  instructed,  the  Southern  railroads  give  us  free 
transportation.  In  the  near  future  we  will  be  able  to  accommodate  40  or 
50  children. 

If  there  are  helpless  orphans  among  your  people,  we  will  be  glad  to 
have  them.  If  there  are  not,  we  congratulate  you  upon  the  fact,  and 
you  have  the  opportunity  of  giving  without  expecting  anything  in  return. 

In  the  name  of  the  Home,  I  thank  you  for  your  support.  You  have 
made  happy  many  hearts.  We  ask  a  continuance  of  your  support.  And 
may  the  Lord  bless  and  prosper  you  and  your  people.

4.  Is  a  petition  from  the  pastor  and  officers  of  St.  Paul's  Lutheran

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rowed  of  this  Synod  several  years  ago,  or  the  interest  due  thereon  at  this 
time.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CONFERENCES. 

The  Committee  on  Conferences  beg  leave  to  make  the  following  report: 

The  Orangeburg  Conference  held  two  meetings  during  the  year. 
From  their  report  we  learn:  (r)  That  they  are  considering  the  feasibility 
of  assisting  in  the  support  of  a  native  helper  to  our  Missionary  in  Japan. 
(2)  That  they  have  decided  to  continue  the  scholarship  in  Newberry  Col- 
lege. (3)  That  the  Pine  Grove  Pastorate,  bv  a  unanimous  vote  of  the 
joint  council,  asks  Synod,  through  the  President  of  the  Conference,  to 
dissolve  said  pastorate,  in  order  that  Pine  Grove  itself  may  become  a 
pastorate.    Your  Committee  recommends  that  their  petition  be  granted. 

Newberry  Conference. —This  Conference  held  two  meetings  during 
the  year.  At  these  meetings  nothing  more  was  done  than  preaching 
and  the  discussion  of  questions.  This  Conference  held  a  Sunday  School 
Convention  in  the  month  of  August,  which  proved  to  be  a  grand  success. 
This  Convention  has  in  its  connection  17  schools,  with  an  enrolment  of 
1.549  scholars.  At  its  meeting  in  August  there  were  present  40  dele- 
gates, 10  superintendents,  and  6  ministers. 

The  Joint  Conference  of  the  South  Carolina'  and  Tennessee  Synods 
held  three  meetings  during  the  year.  This  Conference  is  doing  a  good 
work  for  Lutheranism  and  for  Christ.  During  the  year  an  enthusiastic 
Sunday  School  Convention  was  held,  at  which  there  were  present  67 
members.  A  splendid  programme  was  well  carried  out.  Forty-eight 
Sunday  Schools  were  represented.  This  Convention  is  now  supporting  a 
native  student  in  theology  in  Japan. 

We  suggest  to  these  Conferences  the  propriety  of  keeping  up  these 
^conventions.

REPORT  OF  DELEGATES  TO  THE  UNITED  SYNOD. 

Your  delegates  to  the  United  Synod  beg  to  report  that  they  attended 
the  meeting  of  that  Synod  at  Newberry,  May  11-16,  1898. 

Your  delegates  held  a  conference,  and  by  unanimous  vote,  adopted 
the  following  proposition  on  the  Seminary  question. 

"In  view  of  the  increased  needs  of  Newberry  College,  and  the  desir- 
ability of  completely  severing  the  Seminary  from  the  College,  whether 
it  be  located  at  Newberry  or  elsewhere,  temporarily  or  permanently,  the 
'delegation  of  the  South  Carolina  Synod  believe  they  express  the  senti- 
mients  of  that  body  when  they  declare  that  the  temporary  arrangement 
iinaugurated  at  Knoxville  will  no  longer  be  considered  feasible  or  practi- 
cable, but  that  the  South  Carolina  Synod  will  pay  $600  on  the  salary  of 
the  first  professor  in  the  Seminary  of  the  Uni  ed  Synod,  irrespective  of 
location;  and  that  it  will,  in  addition,  bear  an  equitable  proportion  of 
the  further  amount  deemed  necessary  by  the  United  Synod  to  manage 
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the  institution  successfully.  As  members  of  the  South  Carolina  Synod 
we  promise  to  do  all  we  can  to  induce  the  South  Carolina  Synod  to  agree 
to  offer  herein  suggested." 

This  proposition  was  received  with  hearty  appreciation.  You  are 
hereby  asked  to  endorse  this  action  and  assume  the  pledges  therein  con- 
tained. 

Acting  under  instruction  of  the  United  Synod,  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  its  Theological  Seminary  met  in  Columbia,  S.  C,  July  27,  1898,  and 
after  considering  all  the  bids  presented,  permanently  located  the  said 
Theological  Seminary  at  Mt.  Pleasant,  Charleston  County,  S.  C. 

On  October  5th  the  Seminary  was  formally  opened  for  regular  instruc- 
tion. It  will  be  necessary,  therefore,  for  this  Synod  to  provide  at  this 
meeting  her  share  of  the  expenses  of  this  institution. 

This  meeting  of  United  Synod  was  pleasant  and  harmonious.  There 
were  apparent  evidences  of  earnestness,  devotion  to  the  work  in  hand, 
and  a  growing  tendency  toward  unity  of  spirit  and  work.  As  the  Minutes 
of  the  United  Synod  have  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  a  committee,  your 
delegation  deems  it  unnecessary  to  make  further  report.

The  following  papers  have  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  your  Commit- 
tee: 

1st.  An  application  comes  from  Mt.  Hebron,  the  newly  organized  Lu- 
theran congregation  of  Delmar,  Saluda  County,  S.  C  ,  for  admission  into 
the  Synod  at  its  present  convention.  We  recommend  that  the  applica- 
tion be  granted.    A  suitable  constitution  accompanies  the  application. 

2nd.  A  resolution  from  the  Joint  Council  of  St.  Stephen's  Pastorate, 
giving  permission  to  the  St.  Stephen's  Church  to  make  her  own  arrange- 
ments for  a  pastor  as  a  supply  for  the  next  Synodical  year.  We  recom- 
mend the  adoption  of  the  resolution. 

3rd.  A  resolution  passed  by  the  Joint  Council  of  the  Pine  Grove  Pas- 
torate, looking  to  a  dissolution  of  the  charge,  and  also  a  resolution  from 
the  Pine  Grove  congregation  petitioning  Synod  to  constitute  her  a  sepa- 
rate pastorate  at  its  present  convention.  We  recommend  the  adoption 
of  these  resolutions. 

4th.  A  request  made  by  the  council  of  Mt.  Hermon  Lutheran  Church, 
Peak,  S.  C,  to  make  her  own  arrangements  for  a  pulpit  supply  for  one 
year.    We  recommend  that  this  petition  be  granted.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  VACANCIES. 

We,  the  undersigned  Committee  on  Vacancies,  beg  leave  to  present 
the  following:  .  ' 

1.  We  find,  upon  investigation,  these  vacancies  in  Newberry  County: 
Bachmau  Chapel,  Beth  Eden,  Colony,  Mt.  Olivet,  and  St.  James.  We 
recommend  that  they  be  allowed  to  make  their  own  individual  arrange- 
ments. 

2.  Music  Hall,  Bethany,  and  St.  Matthew's,  Lexington  County;  and 
St.  Peter's,  Lexington  County,  .are  vacant,  but  have  arrangements  on 
foot  to  supply  themselves  with  preaching.  We  recommend  they  sever- 
ally be  permitted  to  proceed  with  their  own  arrangements. 

3.  Union  Pastorate  is  reported  as  half  vacant  and  half  supplied.  We 
recommend  the  vacant  half  be  allowed  to  supply  themselves  with  preach- 
ing for  one  year. 

4.  Of  St.  Stephen's  Pastorate,  Providence  and  St.  John's  are  reported 
vacant,  but  are  making  efforts  to  secure  preaching  for  another  year.  We 
recommend  their  action  be  agreed  to. 

5.  St.  Mark's,  Fort  Motte,  and  Orangeburg  Churches  are  vacant.  We 
suggest  that  they  unite  in  effort  to  secure  pastoral  attention,  and  that 
the  Church  at  Orangeburg,  especially,  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
Executive  Committee  as  having  been  too  long  already  without  preach- 
ing.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  STATE  OF  RELIGION. 

Twenty-five  reports  were  submitted  to  your  Committee,  five  of  which 
had  been  referred  to  and  approved  by  their  respective  church  councils. 
Your  Committee  has  examined  these  papers  and  begs  leave  to  offer  the 
following  report: 

1.  Activity  in  Christian  Work.  -  -There  has  been  no  retrogression 
in  this  department.  In  some  cases  a  gratifying  advance  has  been  made. 
In  other  cases,  pastorates  have  awakened  to  the  necessity  of  showing 
their  faith  by  their  works.  This,  it  is  to  be  noted,  is  in  regard  of  general 
Christian  work  as  well  as  of  specific  congregational  work.  It  has  respect 
to  work  not  only  in  the  local  congregation  for  the  local  congregation, 
but  also  to  work  in  the  local  congregation  for  the  larger  congregation, 
the  united  Church.  In  its  reaction  upon  the  local  congregation,  both  as 
to  service  and  substance,  there  is  in  this  wider  activity  "that  scattereth, 
and  yet  increaseth;  and  there  is  that  withholdeth  more  than  is  meet,  but 
it  tendeth  to  poverty." 

2.  Attendance  on  Services. — Our  people  remember  the  Sabbath 
day,  to  keep  it  holy,  by  not  despising  the  Word  and  the  preaching  of  the 
Gospel,  but  by  willingly  hearing  and  learning  it.  Many  are  put  to  great 
inconvenience  in  order  to  attend  their  own  Church,  but  rather  than  wor- 
ship the  substitutes  set  up  in  Bethel  and  Dan,  they  think  it  not  too 
much  to  go  up  to  Jerusalem.    Nevertheless,  there  is  need  of  a  greater 
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hungering  for  the  bread  of  life  and  a  deeper  thirst  for  the  water  of  life. 
If  this  need  were  removed,  the  second  or  evening  service  would  not  go 
begging  for  a  large  and  appreciative  congregation,  and  the  Lord's  table 
would  not  be  neglected  by  lax  and  indifferent  church  members. 

3.  Benevolence. — The  benevolence  of  our  congregations  is  still  on  its 
way  to  the  goal  of  benehceuce  That  the  good  intent  is  still  striving  to 
accomplish  this,  the  intended  good.  In  some  congregations  the  path  is 
beset  with  difficulties,  with  parsimony,  which  begrudges  to  the  Lord  the 
few  ihites  of  the  uubereaved,  and  with  selfishness,  which  expends  the 
collected  mites  upon  local  and  narrowly  congregational  interests.  This 
charity  which  begins  at  home  and  ends  there,  is  a  long  way  from  the 
goal  of  pure  and  unalloyed  beneficence.  In  other  cases  the  goal  has 
been  reached  and  won.  Congregations  have  given  according  to  their 
power,  yea,  and  beyond  their  power.  And  this  they  did  because  they 
first  gave  their  own  selves  unto  the  Lord.  As  there  was  a  readiness  to 
will,  so  there  was  a  performance  also  out  of  that  which  they  had 

4.  Sunday  Schools.  —  Our  congregations  are  growing  in  their  appre- 
ciation of  the  importance  of  the  Sunday  School.  They  are  realizing 
more  and  more  that  in  no  small  degree  their  future  lies  in  the  main- 
tenance and  furtherance  of  these  Christian  schools.  For  this  reason 
special  efforts  have  been  put  forth  in  Sunday  School  work.  The  youth 
of  our  churches  have  been  gathered  into  our  schools,  and  devout  teachers 
have  been  secured  to  nourish  them  with  the  sincere  milk  of  the  Word. 
And  not  this  only,  but  attendance  on  the  part  of  adult  members  has  been 
encouraged,  that  to  them  might  be  ministered  strong  meat,  as  unto  men. 
No  congregation  can  afford  to  be  without  its  Sunday  School.  The  failure 
to  organize  such  a  school,  when  not  a  fault,  is  a  misfortune. 

5.  Catechization  — This  is  still  the  chief  method  employed  to  in- 
struct the  children  unto  the  Kindom  of  God.  It  is  in  this  way  that  they 
are  prepared  to  undertake  intelligently  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of 
church  membership,  to  confess  the  Lord  Jesus  as  their  Saviour,  and  to 
walk  worthy  of  the  vocation  with  which  they  are  called.  It  is  with  re- 
gret that  we  note  occasional  departures  from  this  churchly  and  time- 
honored  custom.  We  deplore  the  exigencies  wdiich  render  its  observance 
impracticable  or  impossible.  We  reprehend  the  disobedience  which  wil- 
fully departs  from  the  Church's  prescribed  order. 

6.  Finance. — Although  the  great  majority  of  our  members  have  been 
made  to  feel  the  stringency  of  the  times,  they  have  yet  come  nobly 
forward  to  the  help  of  the  Lord  and  the  support  of  His  Church.  With 
but  few  exceptions,  debts  have  been  reduced  or  caucelled,  salaries  have 
been  promptly  paid,  and  the  ordinary  operations  of  the  Church  have 
been  maintained. 

7.  Church  Property. — There  has  been  no  disposition  among  our 
members  to  dwell  in  houses  of  cedar,  but  to  let  the  ark  of  God  dwell 
within  curtains.  New  churches  have  been  erected,  and  existing  church- 
es have  been  enlarged  and  renovated.  Nor  have  our  congregations  been 
unmindful  of  the  necessities  of  their  pastors.  Parsonages  have  been  re- 
paired and  provided  with  conveniences  which  contribute  not  a  little  to 
the  pastor's  comfort,  happiness,  and  usefulness.

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8.  Education. — The  world  has  long  known  that  education  and  Lu- 
theranism  are  almost  convertible  terms.  Nor  are  our  people  exceptions 
to  the  rule  which  our  Lutheran  Church  has  established.  Their  sons  and 
daughters  are  in  our  colleges  and  seminaries.  With  their  entrance  into 
these  institutions,  the  personal  interest  of  parents  and  friends  has  been 
enlisted  and  intensified.  Several  of  our  young  men  are  pursuing  a  course 
at  college,  having  the  ministry  in  view.  But  the  harvest  truly  is  plente- 
ous and  the  laborers  are  few.  We  pray  therefore  the  Lord  of  the  harvest, 
that  He  will  send  forth  laborers  into  His  harvest;  that  He  will  raise  up 
from  among  us  pastors  and  teachers,  "for  the  perfecting  of  the  saints, 
for  the  work  of  the  ministry,  for  the  edifying  of  the  bod)'  of  Christ." 

9.  Church  Literature. — The  Church  papers  have  a  respectable  cir- 
culation throughout  our  membership,  but  are  not  so  extensive  as  could 
be  desired.  Our  Sunday  Schools  are  adequately  supplied  with  lesson 
helps,  hymn  books,  charts,  etc.,  which  are  mainly  of  an  approved  Lu- 
theran character. 

And  now,  brethren,  we  have  learned  from  the  foregoing  that  the  State 
of  Religion  is  not  a  state  of  rest,  but  a  state  of  activity;  that  our  attitude 
is  to  be  not  an  attitude  of  standstill,  but  an  attitude  of  progress;  that  this 
is  not  a  stage  at  which  we  halt  as  beiug  either  satisfied  with  our  labors  or 
discouraged  by  our  difficulties,  but  a  stage  at  which  we  glance  back  over 
the  past  year,  and  then,  forgetting  those  things  which  are  behind,  reach 
forth  unto  those  thiugs  which  are  before,  and  press  toward  the  mark  for 
the  prize  of  the  high  calling  of  God  in  Christ  Jesus.

ffg\BV.  ALFRED  FREYSCHMIDT  died  suddenly  in  Charleston,  S.  C, 
I^Y'    December  22nd,  1897,  aged  51  years,  4  mouths  and  21  days.  Until 

\,  a  short  time  prior  to  his  death  he  was  the  pastor  of  St.  Johannes' 
Church,  which  he  served  four  years.  He  came  to  Charleston  from  Chi- 
cago where  he  had  been  engaged  in  professional  labors  in  the  German 
Theological  Seminary.  He  was  a  native  of  Flamischdorf,  Province  of  Sile- 
sia, Germany,  and  had  studied  theology  at  Halle  and  Wittenberg — grad- 
uated with  high  honors.    He  was  ordained  a  Lutheran  Minister  in  1875. 

Pastor  Freyschmidt  suffered  from  a  severe  bodily  affliction  for  many 
years,  but  the  immediate  cause  of  his  death  was  heart  failure.  He  bore  his 
thorn  in  the  flesh  with  Christian  resignation  and  heroic  fortitude.  Until 
almost  the  last  day  of  his  life,  he  served  his  Master  amid  much  weariness 
and  paiufulness.  Yet  his  faith  remained  fixed  and  steadfast.  His  trust 
remained  simple  and  childlike.  His  spirit  remained  calm  and  confident. 
He  worked  while  it  was  day  and  the  nightfall  found  him  faithful.  His 
reward  is  with  him.

yj^SEV.  GEORGE  J.  MARTZ  fell  peacefully  asleep  in  his  home  in 
I^X  Lebanon,  Pa.,  February  4th,  1898,  aged  75  years,  5  months  and 
~  \    8  days. 

Father  Martz  was  born  in  Frederick,  Md.,  and  gave  fifty  of  the  best 
years  of  his  life  to  the  service  of  God  as  a  Minister  of  the  Lutheran 
Church.  He  prepared  himself  for  mission  work  in  judia  by  taking  a  full 
collegiate  and  theological  course  in  the  General  Synod's  institutions  at 
Gettysburg.  After  laboring  two  years  in  Judia,  however,  ill  health  com- 
pelled his  return.  He  subsequently  served  charges  in  Pennsylvania,  at 
Piedmont,  W.  Va.,  and  Walhalla,  S.  C. 

It  is  said  of  Father  Martz,  that  when  in  his  prime,  he  was  "an  earnest, 
impressive  speaker  and  a  faithful  minister.  He  delighted  in  doing  good 
and  was  willing  to  go  wherever  he  felt  that  he  could  be  of  benefit  to  some 
fellowman  He  found  delight  in  attending  religious  meetings  and  in  vis- 
iting the  poor  and  the  sick,  to  whom  he  brought  great  consolation.  He 
wore  himself  out  in  the  service  of  the  Master,  and  doubtless  went  to  his 
eternal  home  rejoicing,  bringing  his  sheaves  with  him." 
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REV.  LOUIS  MUELLER,  D.  D. 


EV.  LOUIS  MUELLER,  D.  D.,  for  half  a  century  pastor  of  St. 
Matthew's  Church,  Charleston,  S  C,  and  a  member  of  this  Synod 
since  1848,  died  in  the  early  morning  of  April  14th,  1898,  in  his 
80th  year. 

Dr.  Mueller  was  born  on  March  23d,  1819,  at  Fischboch,  Palatinate  of 
Bavonia,  Germany.  He  received  his  classical  and  theological  education 
at  the  Gymnasium  of  Zweibmecken  and  the  University  of  Utrecht, 
achieving  distinction  in  both  schools  by  his  scholarly  industry  and  conse- 
quent attainments. 

In  the  summer  of  1842,  Dr.  Mueller  emigrated  to  America  and  began 
his  pastoral  labors  in  connection  with  the  German  Reformed  Church  in 
the  cities  of  New  York  and  Brooklyn.  Failing  health,  however,  con- 
strained him  to  seek  a  less  rigorous  climate  In  February,  1848,  re  came  to 
Charleston  and  preached  two  sermons  in  .St.  Matthew's  Church  on  March 
5th.  A  call  to  the  pastorate  of  this  Church  immediately  followed,  and  Dr. 
Mueller  conducted  his  first  service  on  Easter  Sunday,  April  10th,  1848.  On 
Easter  Sunday,  April  10th,  1898,  Dr.  Mueller  celebrated  the  golden  jubilee 
of  his  pastorate.  Although  confined  to  his  bed  and  prevented  from  tak- 
ing part  in  the  festivities  held  in  the  Church,  Dr.  Mueller  rejoiced  in 
spirit  and  gave  thanks  to  God  that  his  life  had  been  spared  to  witness 
the  crowning  day  of  fifty  years  of  faithfulness  and  unintermitted  pastoral 
work.  On  the  fourth  day  after  he  was  crowned  with  the  crown  of  life. 
He  had  lived  to  see  the  promised  day  to  which  he  had  looked  forward 
with  so  much  pleasure,  and  then  the  Lord  called  his  faithful  servant  from 
the  field  of  his  labors  and  took  him  home. 

During  these  fifty  years  Dr.  Mueller  had  performed  an  amount  and  a 
diversity  of  labors  which  rarely  fall  to  the  lot  of  one  minister  to  accom- 
plish. He  had  remained  fearlessly  at  his  post  of  duty  in  the  midst  of 
pestilence,  war,  and  earthquake.  He  had  put  himself  at  the  service  of 
every  one  who  needed  counsel,  encouragement,  sympathy,  help.  He  had 
endeared  himself  to  his  people  and  his  people  hold  his  memory  precious. 
He  had  endured  hardness  as  a  good  soldier  of  Jesus  Christ,  and  has  come 
off  more  than  conqueror  through  Him  that  loved  him  and  gave  Himself 
for  him.

South  Carolina  Synod  assembled  in  its  Thirteenth  Annual  Con- 
vention in  the  chapel  of  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Charleston,  S.  C. , 
November  rst,  1898. 

PUBLIC  SERVICE. 

The  meeting  was  opened  with  devotional  service  conducted 
by  Rev.  J.  A.  B.  Scherer.  An  address  of  welcome  was  deliv- 
ered by  Mrs.  J.  A.  B.  Scherer,  who,  in  her  pleasant  way,  gave 
a  warm-hearted  reception  to  the  delegates,  to  the  city,  to  the 
Church,  to  their  hearts,  and  to  their  homes. 

A  response  was  given  by  Mrs.  J.  L.  Eargle,  of  Columbia,  in 
behalf  of  the  Executive  Committee.  Miss  Mary  Hiller  re- 
sponded in  behalf  of  the  Auxiliary  Societies. 

A  formal  opening  of  the  Convention  followed  by  Mrs.  M.  M. 
Kinard,  President,  using  the  United  Service.  The  Recording 
Secretary  being  absent,  Mrs.  George  S.  Bearden  was  appointed 
Secretary  pro  tern.  The  delegates  w7ere  enrolled,  noting  fifteen 
present. 

By  motion,  all  ministers  of  Synod  present  were  made  advi- 
sory members.  Among  whom  were:  Revs.  M.  M.  Kinard, 
L.  K.  Probst,  J.  W.  Horiue,  J.  A.  B.  Scherer,  S.  C.  Bellentine.. 
J.  D.  Kinard,  H.  A.  McCullough,  George  S.  Bearden,  T.  W. 
Shealy,  J.  A.  Morehead,  and  Seminary  Students,  Y.  V.  A. 
Riser,  H.  J.  Mathias,  and  W.  W.  J.  Ritchie. 

Rev.  S.  C.  Ballentine  was  appointed  newspaper  reporter. 
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The  report  of  the  President  was  made  as  follows: 
President's  Report. 

Dear  Sisters  and  Friends:— In  the  kind  providence  of  God,  which 
we  gratefully  acknowledge,  we  are  permitted  once  again  to  meet  in  an- 
nual convention.  This  is  our  thirteenth  convention  and  the  first  time 
since  our  organization  in  January,  1885,  that  we  have  met  in  the  city  of 
Charleston,  where  we  have  four  flourishing  Lutheran  Churches.  It  is 
with  feelings  of  pleasure  and  gratification  that  I  greet  you  at  this  time,  as 
we  meet  with  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  St.  Andrew's.  May 
lasting  good  be  the  result  of  this  Convention  is  my  earnest  prayer.  Chris, 
tiau  Missions  is  a  grand  subject,  indeed;  a  grand  and  noble  cause  in  which 
we  are  privileged  to  labor.  While  there  is  such  a  vast  field  open  to  Mis- 
sion work  all  over  our  land,  we  rejoice  in  the  good  work  that  is  being  ac- 
complished by  the  Board  at  various  points  within  the  bounds  of  the  United 
Synod.  We  do  rejoice  especially  to  know  that  we  now  have  another 
Missionary  in  the  foreign  field.  Our  hearts  were  made  glad  when  the 
Board  announced  they  had  succeeded  in  securing  a  man  to  go  to  the  aid 
of  our  Missionary  who  was  already  in  Japan  bearing  the  burden  alone. 
We  have  every  reason  to  be  grateful  for  the  continued  faithfulness  of  Mr. 
Peery,  and  for  the  encouraging  reports  of  his  work.  Let  us  not  fail  to 
sustain  them  in  their  labors  by  earnest  prayer,  and  with  our  means. 

As  your  presiding  officer,  I  have  performed  the  duties  imposed,  to  the 
best  of  my  ability,  and  now  submit  my  annual  report  for  j^our  considera- 
tion. There  has  been  no  meeting  of  Executive  Committee  during  the 
past  year.  The  work  has  been  carried  on  mainly  by  correspondence  and 
at  much  less  cost.  For  the  past  few  months  we  have  found  it  much  more 
convenient,  having  three  members  of  Committee  who  live  in  the  same 
city.  Mrs.  R.  C.  Holland,  our  efficient  Treasurer  since  October, 
1895,  presented  her  resignation  on  May  31st,  189S.  Said  resignation  was 
accepted.  Mrs.  W.  G.  Allwarden,  of  Columbia,  was  duly  elected  and 
notified.  On  Mrs.  Allwarden's  acceptance  of  the  office,  the  Treasurer's 
books  were  placed  in  her  charge  June  the  25th. 

LITERATURE  COMMITTEE. 

Our  Literature  Committee  has  beenfuithful  in  the  discharge  of  its  duty, 
which  the  report  will  show.  Mrs.  R.  C.  Holland,  chairman  of  Literature 
Committee  gave  up  this  work  May  31st,  of  this  year,  at  the  time  she  left  our 
Synod  for  another  part  of  our  Master's  vineyard.  May  she,  in  her  new 
field  of  labor,  do  what  her  hands  find  to  do,  as  when  one  of  our  number. 
The  second  member  of  this  Committee,  Miss  Jennie  Eichelberger,  of  St. 
Andrew's  Society,  Charleston,  S.  C,  has  also  gone.  Gone  to  mingle  her 
voice  with  the  saints  in  glory.  On  the  27th  day  of  May,  1898,  her  Lord 
said  unto  her,  "It  is  enough,  come  up  higher."  Dear  sisters,  let  her 
faithfulness,  her  deep  piety,  her  truly  Christian  life  be  an  example 
to  us.

WEEK  OF  PRAYER. 

Envelopes  which  are  kindly  furnished  by  the  Board,  for  the  observance 
of  Week  of  Prayer  were  distributed  at  last  Convention,  and  it  was  ob- 
served at  the  regularly  appointed  time  by  some  Societies.  Reports  have 
come  from  only  a  few  which  the  Corresponding  Secretary's  report  will 
show.  Reports  received  were  very  encouraging  indeed.  I  will  refrain 
from  speaking  further  on  this  subject,  as  we  will  have  a  prepared  papsr 
on  "Our  Week  of  Prayer  and  its  Benefits,"  read  at  this  Convention. 
NEW  SOCIETIES. 

It  affords  great  pleasure  to  report  one  new  Society  having  united  with 
our  Synodical  organization  during  the  past  year;  St.  Matthew's  Society, 
Augusta,  Ga.,  was  organization  July,  1897.  Application  for  admission  to 
the  Synodical  Society  was  made  on  January  13,  1898.  This  Society  was 
cheerfully  received  in  the  spirit  of  love  by  the  Executive  Committee.  We 
are  informed  by  Mr.  Y.  V.  A.  Riser  that  on  October  23,  1898,  a  Society 
was  organized  at  Florence,  one  of  the  mission  points  of  the  South  Caro- 
lina Syuod.  This  is  indeed  gratifying,  and  we  hope  this  new  Society  will 
apply  for  membership  at  this  Convention. 

AUXILIARY  SOCIETIES. 

We  urge  the  use  of  the  United  Service  in  the  meetings  of  our  local  So- 
cieties. We  are  confident  that  its  services  will  increase  the  interest  of 
our  missionary  meetings,  assist  our  Presidents  in  conducting  the  meet- 
ings, and  cause  all  members  to  take  a  more  active  part.  This  book  is  not 
supplied  by  Literature  Committee.  Mrs.  M.  S.  Evans,  Salem,  Va.,  will 
furnish  the  book  at  20  cents  per  copy,  postpaid.  We  again  ask  that  all 
Presidents  please  explain  to  their  Societies  in  regard  to  the  5  cents  per 
capita  annually.  This,  together  with  the  plate  collections  during  public 
meetings  at  Convention,  constitutes  an  incidental  fund,  which  is  to  help 
defray  expenses  of  the  Executive  Committee.  All  over  expenses  consti- 
tutes the  Literature  fund.  Therefore  we  ask  that  it  be  as  liberal  as  possi- 
ble. Each  one  should  feel  under  obligation  to  pay  it.  We  are  sorry  to 
say  it  has  not  been  paid  by  all  the  members.  Although  we  were  organ- 
ized in  1885,  and  this  is  our  Thirteenth  Annual  Convention,  we  are  still 
playing  at  missions.  We  are  not  doing  all  that  we  can.  We  fully  realize 
that  the  spirit  of  giving  must  be  cultivated.    We  should  give  systemati- 
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cally,  not  indiscriminately,  nor  from  impulse.  We  should  give  regularly 
as  the  Lord  has  prospered  us.  I  will  here  give  a  little  extract,  showing 
the  value  of  the  mite*box  when  properly  used. 

"An  old  lady  who  loved  to  give,  and  did  so  proportionately  and  sys- 
tematically, resolved  to  try  a  mite-box  for  extra  sums  that  she  might  be 
able  to  save.  If  a  friend  paid  her  street  car  fare  for  her,  she  put  the  five 
cents  saved  into  her  mite-box.  If  she  was  invited  out  to  a  meal,  as  she 
lived  alone  she  could  easily  calculate  the  sum  saved,  and  it  followed  the 
car  fare  into  the  box.  In  these  and  other  ways,  various  sums  were 
dropping  from  time  to  time  into  the  little  childish  receptacle,  until  in  a  few 
months  she  found  in  her  box,  to  her  great  delight  and  surprise,  one  hun- 
dred dollars!"  Think  of  that,  ye  women  dear,  who  spend  nickles,  dimes, 
and  greater  sums,  on  trifles  "light  as  air,"  without  a  moment's  considera- 
tion. Go  thou  and  do  likewise,  and  the  despised  mite  box  will  become  a 
treasure-chest,  contributing  wonderful  sums  to  the  Lord's  great  work. 

FINANCES. 

On  the  resignation  of  our  former  Treasurer,  the  book  was  examined  by 
President  of  Executive  Committee,  and  found  correct.  Also  the  file  of 
vouchers  complete.  The  following  is  the  amount  received  by  Mrs.  Hol- 
land from  Auxiliary  Societies  since  December,  1897,  to  May  31st,  1898, 
$331.48.

The  collections  up  to  May  31st  this  year  amount  to  $112.23  over  that  °f 
last  year  at  the  same  date.  This  shows  that  during  the  past  year  the  So- 
cieties have  contributed  with  more  system  than  for  some  time  heretofore. 
We  are  glad  to  note  the  improvement.  Mrs.  All  warden,  who  took  charge 
June  25th,  will  make  her  report  at  the  proper  time. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

In  accordance  with  the  proposed  concerted  action  of  the  Executive 
Committies  of  the  three  Synodical  Societies,  to  undertake  the  support  of 
Mr.  C.  L.  Brown  as  our  Missionary  to  Japan,  each  Synodical  Society  pay- 
ing one-third  of  salary,  I  recommend  that  we  assume  our  proportionate 
share  of  salary,  $350,  being  one-half  the  amount  for  which  we  now  stand 
pledged  to  the  Board.  Also  that  our  obligation  remain  $700,  the  other 
$350,  of  the  $700,  to  be  used  by  Board  for  Home  Missions.  I  recommend, 
further,  that  all  raised  above  $700,  save  the  necessary  expenses  of  the 
Woman's  Executive  Committee,  be  turned  over  to  the  South  Carolina 
Synod  for  Home  Missions  in  the  bounds  of  said  Synod. 

And  may  the  spirit  of  the  Lord  guide  us  in  the  work  of  this  Convention.
